Last  Saturday,  about  five  o’clock, 
drunken,  worthless  wretch  ^named  John 
Chisholm  shjot  and  killed  his  wife  at  108 
Boydeo  St.,  Newark.  Mrs.  Chisholm’* 
maiden  name  was  Lottie  Macomber,  and 
all  the,  parties  to  the  tragedy  are  well 
known  in  Bloomfield.  Chisholm  had 
married  about  three  years,  and  has  two 
children.  During  this  time  he  has  in¬ 
variably  acted  in  the  most  brutal  4 
cowardly  manner,  having  frequently 
saulted  his  wife,  and  also  deserted 
and  the  children,  leaving  them  entirely  to 
the  support  of  others.  The  actual  crime 
was  committed  with  a  pistol,  the  ballet 
striking  Mrs.  Chisholm  in  the  right 
breast,  and  lodging  under  the  skin  of  the 
back  She  died  almost  instantly,  and  the 
murderer  ran  down  the  street,  but  was 
arrested  in  Roseville  Avenue,  near  the 
Bloomfield  line,  the  same  evening.  He 
came  suddenly  in  upon  his  wife  and  her 
sister  as  they  were  sewing,  and  simply 
saying.  “  You  made  a  complaint  and  had 
me  arrested  for  desertion,  did  you?”  fired 
the  shot.  The  coroner’s  jury  have  held 
him  for  murder,  and  the  case  is  too  plain 
to  admit  of  any  question.  Chisholm* 
father  and  others  of  his  relatives  are 
spoken  of  with  great  respect,  and  have  al¬ 
ways  borne  good  reputation#.  But  this 
mail  is  an  unmitigated  brute.  On  our 
editorial  and  religious  pkges  we  comment 
further  upon  the  case.

From  the  measurements  then  taken,  it 
was  found  that  nearly  one  hundred  hy¬ 
drants  would  be  needed  to  properly  cover 
and  protect  the  thickly  settled  portion  of 
the  town,  and  also  to  extend  the  mains 
up  to  the  Morris  neighborhood,  and 
through  Watsessing.  A  list  of  streets  was

This  is  the  maximum  allowed 
by  law,  assuming  the  census  of  18b0  as  a 
basis.  A  resolution  was  passed  author- 
izingthe  making  of  a  contract  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  map  presented,  and  the 
Township  Council  was  instructed  to  pre¬ 
pare  sucu  a  contract. 

The  matter  of  designating  the  actual 
location  of  the  hydrants  will  be  consid¬ 
ered  later,  and  determined  by  actual 
measurements. 

The  Committee  then  adjoined  until 
Wednesday,  July  11. 

New  Ballot  Boxes. 

Jelliff  &  Company,  the  Newark  furni¬ 
ture  manufacturers,  are  completing  the 
new  ballot  boxes  for  Essex  County.  The 
boxes  present  a  very  handsome  ap¬ 
pearance  The  tops  and  bottoms  are  of 
mahogany,  the  sides  of  heavy  plate  glass, 
anil  the  binding  of  the  corners  isof  brass. 
Inthetoflis  the  usual  cover,  fastened 
with  three  locks,  and  with  a  hole  through 
which  the  ballots  are  thrust.  Every  bal¬ 
lot,  as  it  enters  the  box,  may  be  plain¬ 
ly  seen  by  all  bystanders.

still  again,  he  sold  it,  but  never  got  his 
pay ;  1  doubt  if  a  dozen  men  in  town  can 
give  a  correct  version  of  the  affair,  and  I 
think  it  would  be  very  interesting  to  all 
concerned  to  have  a  full,  true,  and 
authentic  account  published  in  the  Citi- 
EEN,  and  give  honor  to  whom  honoi 
due  ;  we  have  not  even  named  a  streel 
place  after  the  Davis  of  renown  !  This 
ought  not  to  be;  let  some  memorial  be 
improvised  and  the  reproach  taken  away.

Meeting  of  the  Sehool  Truateea. 

A  special  meeting  ofjthe  Board  of  School 
Trustees  was  held  on  Monday  evening, 
June  25th,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Chabrier 
Peloubet.  The  meeting  was  called  to 
act  upon  business  to  be  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Teacher*.  Messrs.  Sherman 
and  Maxfield  were  reported  absent. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  minutes’  of 
the  last  meeting.  Dr.  W  H.  White,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Teachers’  Committee,  reported 
that  Miss  Dinsinore  had  been  excused  from 
her  class  in  the  Primary  and  Miss  Sinnott 
employed  in  her  place. 

A  letter  from  Miss  E.  R.  Ginn  was  read, 
declining  a  reappointment  for  the  com- 


ng  year.

ity  i 

salaries  received  by  the  teachers,  the 
following  resolution  was  offered  and 
passed ; 

Resolve#,  That  hereafter  all  teachers 
employed  in  the  primary  departments 
shall  receive  #450  during  the  first  year 
and  #475  afterwards;  and  that  all  teach¬ 
ers  employed  in  the  grammar  classes  shall 
receive  #475  during  tne  first  year  and  #500 
afterwards;  this  rule  not  to  be  construed 
so  as  to  change  the  salaries  of  principals  or 
teachers  now  receiving  more  than  the 
above  amounts. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Teachers' 
Committee  the  following  appointments 
were  then  made  for  the  coming  year: 

Mr.  John  Dunbar,  principal;  Miss 
Ella  L.  Draper  (appointed  last  meeting), 
assist.

About  Haud  Pumps. 

We  commend  the  following  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  consideration  of  our  young 
Fire  Association.  No  method,  however 
simple  and  inexpensive,  for  extinguish¬ 
ing  a  fire,  is  to  be  despised : 
lb  The  Bloomfield  Citizen: 

Says  Goethe:  "In  the  sciences,  that  is 
looked  upon  as  a  property  which  has 
been  handed  down  or  taught  at  the  unk 
versities,  and  if  any  one  advances  any¬ 
thing  new  which  contradicts,  perhaps 
threatens  to  overturn,  the  creed  which  we 
for  years  respected  and  have  handed 
down  to  others,  all  passions  are  raised 
against  him,  and  every  effort  is  made!  to 
crush  him.  People  resist  with  all  their 
might;  they  act  as  if  they  neither  heard 
nor  could  comprehend;  they  think  of  the 
new  view  with  contempt,  as  if  it  werenpt 
worth  the  trouble  of  even  an  investiga- 
or  a  regard;  and  thus  a  new  truth 
wait  a  long  time  before  it  can  make

ten  years  since,  a  gentleman  re¬ 
gin  a  town  in  eastern  Massachusetts, 
ag  learned  the  effectiveness  of  hand 
pa  for  fire  service,  sought  to  organise 

npany  to  be  equipped  with  them. 
The  innovation,  would  not  work,  how¬ 
ever;  all  the  traditions  were  against  the 
potting  out  of  fire  by  any  except  the  old 
established  means;  only  two  men  were  to 
be  found  willing,  and  the  project  was 
dropped  for  the  time. 

The  gentleman  used  the  pump  whenever 
occasion  offered,  and  after  every  fire  one 
or  more  of  those  present  provided  them¬ 
selves  with  similar  pumps,  until,  during 
1882,  the  town  by  public  vote  purchased 
fifty  of  the  pumps,  which  were  dis¬ 
tributed,  and  me  same  gentleman  under¬ 
took  to  raise  a  company,  to  provide  a 
supply  wagon,  and  to  offer  rewards  for 
prompt  action  of  any  effective  sort  in 
case  of  fire.  Within  three  weeks  he  had  a 
company  of  150  men,  all  of  whom  contrib 
ute  to  the  maintenance  of  the  system. 

The  superintendent  of  the  Quap*w 
Cotton  Mills  writes  that  "he  considers 
them  superior  to  chemical  extinguisher*” 

The  first  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire 
department  of  a  Massachusetts  town 
writes:  "  We  have  had  hand  pumps  on  our 
hook  and  ladder  truck  for  several  years, 
and  consider  them  an  important  part  of  the 
outfit,  useful  in  wetting  roofs  and  build¬ 
ings  exposed,  also  where  the  fire  has  been 
nearly  extinguished  by  other  means.  We 
have  carried  one  portable  extinguisher, 
but  do  not  carry  it  now.  Our  hand 

{ jumps  have  couplings  and  two  25-foot 
engths  of  hose.” 

A  gentleman  from  an  insurance  office 
in  Boston  writes:  “  I  can  testify  to  the 
value  of  hand  pumps,  having  saved  a 
very  large  building  in  Newburyport 
with  one  of  them  several  years  since, 
which  must  have  been  destroyed  if  the 
pump  had  not  been  used,  as  there  was 
no  water  for  the  steam  engines  when  they 
arrived.” 

In  one  town  where  hand  pumps  have 
been  purchased  by  the  town  and  distrib¬ 
uted  among  the  householders,  and  re¬ 
wards  offered  for  their  prompt  use,  of 
the  seventy-five  rewards  paid  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  system  but  two  were 
obtained  by  the  old  style  department, 
and  those  two  were  received  by  the  chem¬ 
ical  engine.  X.
